HQ'S' MANY BOOKS? 


The New York Times has published a 
survey made by R. L Duffus concerning 
the average American citizen who is mar­ 
ried. The one item which surprised us was 
the fact that the average American family 
purchased a book only once in two .vears 
and drew a book out or the library on an 
average of only once in two .vears. He goes : 
to the motion picture theater once every 
eight or nine day s, smokes 21 » cigarettes 
a day (or ten cigarettes if he can keep them 
from his wife and his children). I: he is 
over 13 y ears of age. he has half a mem­ 
bership in some religious denomination. 
Santa Ana is in a class by herself, as J 
compared with the average number of books 
taken from the library . 
During the past 
y ear, the number of copies taken from the 
Santa Ana library was 336 .137 copies. This 
•is over 6 0 times the average per family in 
the United States. 
However, of these copies, GO per cent was 
fiction and evidently not read for informa­ 
tion. 
It would seem that we, as a nation, have 
not as y et aroused a very deep interest on 
the part of the average citizen of becom­ 
ing informed from the writing and the data 
as set down by others who have had 
thoughts they believed worth putting into 
writing.

They have 
original minds and do not have time to fol­ 
low* the thoughts of others but it is cer­ 
tainly not because of the average citizen 
oeing a great thinker that he does not read 
more books. It is evidently just simply his 
indifference to his position and his immedi­ 
ate struggle to get temporary entertain­ 
ment and amusement without regard to 
becoming enlightened for his general wel­ 
fare in the future. 
Santa A?ia certainly makes a good show­ 
ing compared with the nation as a w hole.

AN ODD OMEN 


WAGE QUESTION DISCUSSED 


Some ten day s ago, W. Maxwell Burke 
asked nine questions in regard to w ages and 
labor under The Register Clearing House. 
Believing as we do. that one should never 
do any thing that someone else can do 
better, we hoped someone w*ould answer 
these questions and it would then not be 
necessary for us to do so. 
Inasmuch as 
these questions have not been answered and 
the questions are timely and on a subject 
that is probably more important than any 
economic subject, we do not believe the 
answers should go by default. 
We are, 
therefore, briefly discussing them. 
Question I. 
“Should the lab orer receive nil tha t 
part of the valu* of the thinsr produced which I» due 
to hi» lab or?" 
The answer, of course, is y es. 
Quertion 2. 
"(liven a great q uantity of surplus 
lab or and ab solutely free competition am ongst la­ 
b o r e r will not was» *» tend to b e loc* than the la­ 
b orer actually produce» ?'' 
There is only permanently a 
surplus 
amount of labor because of artificial profits 
or artificial wages; that is. non-competitive 
wages and non-competitive profits. 
If a 
small group of workers receives arbitrary 
wages, those who are still on the competi­ 
tive basis will naturally receive less than 
they are worth. 
Question 3. 
" I f the lab orer get* 1rs» than he pro­ 
duce» . who gets the surplus"" 
As explained above, those laborers who 
get artificial wages, not on a competitive 
basis and those capitalists who are operat­ 
ing or. a non-competitive basis get the sur­ 
plus.

He invariably retains it by combination 
for restraint of trade, either legal or illegal.

Labor certainly has a right to combine 
but it all depends upon what y ou mean by 
the word “ force” . 
They have no right to 
combine to compel arbitrarily high wages, 
which can only be paid by monopolies and 
passing these artificial wages on to thé con­ 
sumer who is invariably another worker. 
Question C. 
"Do not employ ers comb ine for the 
purpose of increasing profits? 
I» not one source of 
ti.v>e jiof.ts the difl rtnee b etween what a lab orer 
produces and w hat he receives?" 
Employ ers, excepting agricultural, have 
no right legally to combine for restraint of 
trade under the Sherman Anti-Trust Law. 
They might do it illegally , in a secret man­ 
ner, but not publicly . 
Secret combinations, 
of course, rob the customer, which is equiv- ! 
aient to reducing the real wages of their 
customers. 
These secret violations of the 
law, however, are no excuse for public or 
general violation. 
Question 7. "Is there now free competition amongst 
employ e rs?” 
Sometimes and sometimes there is not. 
There alway s should be. 
Question 8 . 
"Should employ ers get only w hat value ! 
they produce in ab solutely free 
competition with ! 
each other?” 
Certainly . 
That is all they should get. 
Question » . 
"H ow do y ou determine how much ; 
each of the factor» of production contrib utes to the ] 
value of the finished product'."*

Public schools and newspapers, too often

The reasons which 
grav e the principle of a free press into 
r Constitution must be ex tended to in- 
ide the teacher if honest pursuit of truth 
to be permitted students in our schools, 
t frequently some elements of the press 
tonally espouse legislation which would 
•ottle academic freedom in the class room, 
ling to realize that loss of teaching free- 
n has nearly alway s been the forerunner 
press censorship in those dictator-ridden 
Jons where democracy has disappeared, 
rhe teacher who striv es to indoctrinate 
oils with social or political ideas not ac- 
>ted under the form of gov ernment which 
* schools represent, who interprets to 
t his own philosophy , is guilty of a seri- 
\ offense. 
By the same reasoning the 
tor who “ colors” news to suit his own 
torial policy is likewise offending the best 
nriples of journalism as well as those 
real democracy . 
Teachers must be free 
lead in the search for truth without in- 
ting their own ideas into the minds of 
learner. 
Editors—themselv es shapers 
thought and opinion—must not abuse 
ir inherent editorial freedom either by 
ission of facts distasteful to their own 
ides or by ghing undue prominence to 
nts which tend to support those policies. 
Unfortunately a few* teachers sometimes 
ise academic freedom. 
Unfortunately , j 
in some communities pressure groups 
k to impose a pattern of thought upon 
teacher and through the teacher upon 
larger group—the students. 
If the

Some observers of

scenes in the United States believ e that they 
arc witnessing a trend in American journal­ 
ism toward European practice which per-! 
mits the reporter of events to interpret them , 
in news columns. The day should nev er come j 
here when an intelligent citizen must per- f 
force read many newspapers daily in order 
to ferret out from the record of the day ’s 
events a clear idea of what 
actually took 
place. The trend indicated is by no means 
to be found in the press generally . Newspa-1 
pora in our smaller cities are less giv en to ¡ 
the coloring of news than arc many of the; 
metropolitan newspapers. Nev ertheless many 
a reporter of the day will tell y ou that he 
writes news with a v iew to the ev ents 
transpiring, but 
romomlx 'ring alway s the: 
editorial policy of the paper for which he 
reports. 
Die teaching profession regards its re­ 
sponsibility as sacred. We arc as interested 
as any parent in av oidance of propaganda j 
in the class room, and deplore more than: 
any other group the occasional presence of 
a 
teacher guilty 
of 
imposing 
political 
thought patterns upon the y oung. No doubt 
the press reacts in like manner toward its 
members whose' news-coloring tends to de­ 
tract from the confidence which the public 
should hav e in this great educativ e agency . 
And democracy will surv iv e only if indi­ 
v idual citizens— the sov ereign people— both* 
through educational institutions and the1 
press are prov ided each day with truth I 
and the right to seek it. with uncolored j 
facts and the priv ilege of interpreting them, ; 
Any departure from the principle of fair, j 
honest journalism and fair, honest teach­ 
ing leads society away from democracy 
and toward those ty pes of gov ernment 
which hav e robbed so many millions in 
Europe of freedom of speech and press and 
the right to know the truth. 
Journalism has alway s held the promise 
of romance and adv enture. Youth seeks 
that thrill when it chooses a life work. So 
we find many students “ majoring” in jour­ 
nalism. The opportunities it offers in the 
wav of community leadership and serv ice 
draw into its ranks the idealistically -minded 
y outh whose chief satisfactions come from 
endeav ors for human progress. The teach­ 
ing profession makes a similar appeal. Pres- j 
ent day teaching methods are much more; 
challenging and the materials of instruction 
are liv ing and v ital.
